THE 
UX. POSITION, 


The old fraternal relations between 


the North and ttxe Sou th, wliioh were 
raptured by the war are rapidly cement- 
ing again, and the two sections are be- 
coming more nearly assimilated as one 
people than ever before. This is due in 
part, of coarse, to the extinction of slu- 
very, which for fifty years acted as a 
barrier to social intercourse, and also in 
a great measure to railroad building, 
which has established commercial rela- 
tion* that were formarly impossible. 
Anothtr very useful agency in accom- 
plishing thin gratifying work is the 
industrial exhibition. The Atlanta ex 
position had the 
effect of bringing 


Northern and Southern men together, 
in a manner to cast new light on tlie 
character and feelings of each. 
The 


Northern man did not appear to the 
Southern a mercenary Yankee armed 
with a jacknife leady for a swap. 
The 


Southern man was not seen as a savage, 
armed to the teeth, and determined to 
do a certain amount of killing with or 
without provocation. The meeting was 
useful on both sides. 
The Northern 


people learned something new about 
the capacity of the South for production, 
and its industrial and economic needs. 


The Southern people learned that the 


North was a great market tor all the 
products that their soil wail adapted to, 
and the result has been a great change 
in the character of their agriouUme. 
And even better than this is the dis- 
covery by the leading coeu of the latter 
section that there is something nobler 
and better than politics to live upon, 
and that government exists for the ben- 
efit of the governed, and not exclusively 
for the emolument and aggrandizement 
of the ruling class. 
From that day for- 


ward-there has not only been improve- 
ment in the relations of the two sec 
tions, but in the political, social and 
financial condition of the one that most 
needed the help of the other to restore 
and uphold it. 


Compared with the exposition to take 


place at Louisville this Summer, that at 
Atlanta was a local affair. 
The one 


now in preparation is to be national in 
character, objects and magnitude. 
Its 


projectors have arranged foi it on a 
scale that will make its scope second 
only to that of the Centennial exposi- 
tion at Philadelphia. 
The location is 


favorable, being midway between the 
North and South, and central to the 
great cities of New York, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, Chicago and New Orleans, 
while Cincinnati is so near that it may 
claim a just share and pride in the suc- 
cess of the enterprise. 
The climate is 


favorable, being no warmer at the sea- 
son of the meeting than that of Phila- 
delphia or New York, while it will be 
found delightfully cool to visitors from 
the extreme South. 
Louisville is one 


of the most delightful cities on the con 
tineut. It is comparatively new, having 
grown very rapidly during the last 
twenty years, and its business men are 
chiefly of Northern origin. No city is 
bettered governed or can buast a more 
faithful observance of law or higher in- 
telligence among the people. The pro- 
jectots of the exhibition expect a million 
of 
visitors dining us 
continuance. 


Those who go should bear iu iniud that 
it is not to be an exclusively Southern 
affair, but nn exhibition of tns pro lac ts 
and industries of the whole Uuion. The 
location, however, is favorable to the 
most fertile and productive portion of 
the country, and thjae who attend will 
acquire new ideus of the wonderful ex- 
tout and resources of this great nation. 


John C. New, Assistant Secretary of 


the Treasury, and a member of the Re- 
publican National Committee, expresses 
the opinion that Indianapolis will un- 
doubtedly be the city selected as the 
place for holding the National Conven- 
tion in 1884. 
In the history of the 


party Chicago has had the convention 
three times, and Baltimore, Cincinnati 
and Philadelphia each once. 
There is 


no inducement offered for selecting New 
York, u city that does not care for na- 
tional conventions, because its coming 
and going is of no financial importance. 
Saratoga, he aaya, would probably offer 
sufficient accommodations, but is has 
not been the custom to hold great con- 
ventions at watering places, 
Indianapo- 


lis, Mr. New says, it not only central, 
but K has sufficient hotel facility for a 
place of meeting. A building of suffi- 
cient size could be erected in which to 
hold the convention. 


The Ogden Pilot aays "there is much 


speculation throughout 
the country 


concerning the nomination of President 
Arthur in 1881 to fill again the chair he 
now holds. No one appears to be nind- 
ing much fault with him. The Repub- 
lican State Convention of Pennsylvania 
convened this week fully approved of 
his administration. It can not be de- 
nied that he is daily growing in favor, 
not only with the Republican party, bnt 
also with the country generally. 


LIFE IN 
I*TATE». 


A student of the reports of the tenth 


census has compiled a table for the Boa- 
ton Commonwealth for the purpose of 
showing in what State or States one has 
the best chance for a long life. New 
Hampshi re seems to him to be the fav- 
orite refuge of green old age, for he 
finds that one seventy-fourth of the in- 
habitants are at least 80 years old. The 
proportion among native white wales 
is 1 in 80, but the environment in New 
Hampshire seems to have been even 
more favoraWe to the preservation of 
life in the other sex, for the proportion 
among native white females is, 1 in 58. 
Other New England States do not con- 
tain quite so many old persons, the 
average proportion for the six being 1 
in 134. 
In New York, he finds that for 


one parson who has reached the age of 
80 there are 161 who have not been so 
fortunate, and iu the three middle 
States the average proportion is 1 in 
182. As he goes southward he dis- 
covers a greater preponderance of young 
blood, for in six South Atlantic States 
the average proportion is 1 in 203. The 
Gulf States afford a less attractive shel- 
ter for the aged, for the average is 1 in 
300. 


In Texas only one octogenarian can 


be found in a group of 497 citizens. The 
average rises again iu the interior 
States east of the Mississippi, but in 
the great lake States it falls to 1 in 263, 
a good old age being attained with the 
greatest difficulty in the wealthy and 
prosperous State of Illinois. In seven 
States west of the Mississippi river the 
aged rarely appear, for the average in 
proportion ia 1 in 453. In Iowa a crop 
of 334 persons yields only one who has 
reached the age of four-score; in Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, and Kansas only one 
of these aged citizens can be found in a 
group that would yield two in Iowa, and 
in Colorado 1,150 inhabitants must pass 
in review before an octogenarian comes 
in sight. The old are even more rare 
in Nevada, but in California and Ore- 
gon the proportion is nearly one in 500. 
If the inhabitants of the whole country 
could be assembled in 227 groups, it 
would be possible to place at tua head 
of each group one patriarch of eighty or 
more years. 


Railway liail<lln£ for Sl.x IHonthH. 


The Bail way Age publishes statistics 


of railway building for the first half of 
the current year, showing the construc- 
tion of 2,509 miles o! main track, not 
including switches or sidings, on 1,140 
hues in thnty-five Scutes and Terri- 
tories. 
During 
the 
corresponding 


period of last year 4,990 miles were con- 
structed. The difference is accounted 
for ou the ground that last year was ex- 
traordinarily favorable for the early 
commencement of work, while the re- 
verse was true this year. In 1881 only 
2,300 miles were laid in the first half 
of the year. The Age estimates the 
construction for the entire vyear at 8,- 
000 miles. California leads thus far, 
with 200 miles built in 1883. Montana 
is next, with 196; New York, 11)3, 
Pennsylvania, 186; Utah, 156; Idaho, 
122; Arizoua, 120. 


TUo JPariiell Fund. 


The Parnell fund in Ireland has 


risen to over $90,000. In Chicago it is 
within a smail fraotioa of $7,000. 
In 


Massachusetts it has reached nearly $3,- 
000. 
So that, not counting Australia 


and the districts of the Uuited States 
and Canada not yet reported, the testi- 
monial to the Irish leader is now over 
$100,000 in hard cash. It will be raised 
to at least $150,000. 


The .Dividend Payer*. 


The Standard mine, of Bodie, and 


the Idaho, of Grass Valley, were the 
leading dividend paying mines of Cali- 
fornia in 1882—the former paying 13 
dividends amounting to $725,000, and 
the latter 12 dividends amounting to 
$224,750.
